From Washington.

Wasarxarox, Decomber 11.—Mr. Speaker
CQolfax announced to-day the House com-
mittees. In view of the many conflicting
interests that demanded important posi-
tions. the resnlt secms to give groat dis-
satisfaction. The New York delegation,
especially, fecl that they have been ignored,
the Chairmanships of only two nnimpor-
tant committecs having been given them.
Massachusetts, on the contrary, is given
the heads of fonr important committees—
viz: Foreign Affuirs, Post Officos, Blec-
tions and Naval Affairs. The Western
States have the Chairmanship of eighteen
commiktees, with three Western membire
on the Committes of Ways and Mcans.
The pressnure from the West on the Speaker
was very great. The changes in thoe old
Committee of Military Afairs elicited the

reatest suprise—Generals Garfield and
E‘nrunwurth being cut off, and their places
supplied with new members.

epresentative Wilson, of Iowa, intro-
daced o bill, to-day, which was reférred to
the Committee on the Judiziary, re-organ-
izing the jadicial system in the Southern
States. 'i‘ho object of this bill is to per-
feet arrangements for the trial of Jefferson
Davis befors the United States Circuit
Conurt, at Richmond.

The partial effect of the bill introduced
into the House by Mr. Patterson, of New
Hampshire, is to repeal the charter of the
city of Washington. In view of the almost
certamnty of “Begre suffrage, and for other
substantial reasons, a movement is on
foot among some of the citizens to sur-
render the charter of the city to Congress.

The bill introduced by Mr. Garfield, of
Ohio, to facilitate commercial intercourse
between the several States,is in accord-
ance with a paragraph in the annual mes-
sage on that subject. It prohibits a per
capita tax by a State on passengers tra-
veﬁng by rail or boat, and looks to & so-
called air-line railway between New York
and Washington.
